AMERICAN FALCONS SURFACE “DOWN UNDER” 
From Bob Cawley, N.S.W., Australia 


| thought our members would be interested to know that at the recent Ninth 
Annual Ford Day, in Sydney, New South Wales, Australia, two American Falcons 
were on display — a 1963 Sprint convertible (black with red trim on California 
license plates), and a 1964 convertible (red with black trim on Alabama license 
plates). It would appear that both vehicles are recent imports as they have not yet 
been converted to right-hand drive. 


The Ford Day, organized by The Combined Ford Clubs of New South Wales 
and hosted by a large Ford dealership (Peter Warren Ford), exhibited approxima- 
tely 500 vehicles and was held on July 28, being the Sunday closest to Henry 
Ford’s birthday (July 30).

LATE BRAKING NEWS...

An article in the June, 1985 issue of Hot Rod Magazine states that Ford no 
longer stocks parts for the Kelsey-Hayes disc brake system installed on the 
19642 through 1967 models. These include Falcon-Comet, Mustang-Cougar, and 
Fairlane. An agreement has been made for these parts to be “reproduced” by the 
Stainless Steel Brake Corp., 11470 Main Road, Clarence, NY 14031. Call 800-448- 
7722 except in New York, In NY call 716-759-8666. 


The spindle originally used with this system is not being reproduced but can 
be found on the following cars: ‘67 Mustang, ‘66-‘67 Falcon, Comet, Cougar, and 
Fairlane with either disc or drum brakes. Also the ‘68-‘69 Falcon, Comet, Cougar, 
and Fairlane with drum brakes. The ‘68-‘69 disc brake system used by Ford was a 
different design and has a different spindle. Note that the ‘63-‘65 Falcon V-8 
spindle is excluded, the steering arm being shorter on these models. 


...- AND LITTLE NEWS 


Latest news for collectors of scale model Falcons is that there will be a 1963 
Falcon Sprint model on the market sometime in June. It’s to be resin-cast, which 
means that advanced modeling skills are required to assemble the kit. Of interest 
is that the master from which the mold was made was built by a FCA member, 
someone from the trucking department. Purchase price will be about $45. Photos 
of this item to be in a future issue. 


BEFORE YOU THROW AWAY THAT CAR PART, THINK... 
... MAYBE IT CAN BE FIXED! 


The other day, the windshield wiper on my ‘63 Falcon would no longer clean 
the windshield because the coil spring in the wiper arm had broken. Upon 
removing the spring, | found that the hooked end had broken off due to rusting. 


| fixed it by heating the end of the spring over the kitchen stove until it was 
glowing red, and then immediately taking needle nose pliers and forming a new 
hook. The next step was to heat the body of the spring to a red glow, and then, 
with a pair of pliers, to stretch the spring to its original length. As soon as the 
glow disappeared, | put the newly shaped spring into motor oil to cool. 
Afterwards, | put the wiper arm back together, and found that it worked perfectly, 
and more importantly, that | had saved an original part.
